Herewith I enclose a copy of a report made to me at my request 
by Dr. Tuttle, Melter & Refiner of the mint at Philadelphia, Penna. 
During a recent visit to the mint at Philadelphia I had the anus: 
tunity to examine some toughening work done by Dr. Tuttle - dealing 
with some very troublesome metal which he was having to work - into 
ingots. Noting the ease with which he overcame the difficulty, I 
requested thet he should make a statement of his method of treatment 
so that copies might be furnished the other mints. The simplicity 
and economy of the method of treatment is obvious. 

The process may be made a little plainer by stating that the 
cupric chloride must be ‘dehydrated before using, ilies, Sec the H.0 
or water, must be eliminated, and this is done by putting it ina 
pot in a furnace where the fumes can be led off to a flue and the 
chloride heated up to about $60 deg. Fah, This will.reduce the 
cupric chloride or salt to a fluid condition. It is then poured 
into a small mould or any form that will pet of its being broken 
up into smal! pieces after it is moulded or solidified.

My dear ur, Downer: 
Mr. Vilas writes me that the weights reported on his 
shipments of bullion do not correspond with his, and that in the first 
three shipments made from his office to your mint, 69 changes in weights 
were reported. I wish you would look into the matter and have your balances 
tested, and see if it is possible for the error to be in your institution, 
and upon ny visit to Seattle I will make an investigation there. During 
the past two years’ shipments to the mint in this city, there was not a 
single change made in the weights as reported from Seattle. Of courses, 
there would be a difference now and then of a hundredth, sometimes below and 
sometimes above, but as the gains offset the losses, no notice was taken 
of: such slight differences. Mr. Vilas seema to have an idea that your 
weigher must be making some deductions, but I donot presume that is the 
cause of the differences, but would more likely attribute it to a difference 
in the balances. 

Mr. Vilas further calls attention to the fact that you are not te& ing 
up the melting charge of a dollar for each 1200 ounces or fraction thereof, 
collected by him. It has been the practice for the mints to make this 
collection from the assay offices, but I think that will be changed some 
time in the near future, for it seems to me that the charge very properly 
belongs to the assay office, but until you get Hvgtrictions as to such 
change, you will collect the melting charge.
